Nearly All the Testimony In

STEADILY IT GRUMBLES AWAY 


Dubuque, I-., Nov. 9.—The national 
waterways commission abandoned tho 
government snagboac David Tipton at 
a station a lew miles above Dubuque, 
where the water became too shallow 
to permit of easy progress, boarded 
a train and went to Rock Island, 111. 
I he stage of water in the liver is 
the lowest since 1392 and the naviga­ 
tion of the government side wheeler 
was further hindeied by heavy fogs 
and absence of channel lights, which 
had been doused some time ago when 
general navigation ceased throughout 
the upper river. 
Tile Divid Tipton continued down 
Hie river, passed through Hie draw 
and will take the commission aboard 
j 
again at Rock Islatid to continue their 
journey. 
This city had made great prepara­ 
tions for the arrival of the commis­ 
sion, which was compelled to forego 
stopping here. 
The members of the commission 
passed the greater part of the day in 
Rock Island and Moline and in an 
inspection cf the Hennepin canal from 
Green River to Rock Island. 
At Moline the harbor was inspected, 
after which the party was taken by au­ 
tomobile to Green River. 
At the latter point the steam er Ruth 
was boarded and a trip was taken to 
the mouth of the Hennepin canal, the 
latter flowing into the Mississippi a 
few miles below this city. 
I he visitors were entertained in­ 
formally at a dinner at the Rock is­ 
land club. 
There were sixty guests 
which included representative dele­ 
gates of business men from the neigh­ 
boring cities.

Case So Carefully Built Up by the 
Police of Paris Fails to Stand the 
Ordeal of the Trial—3tar Witness 
of the Prosecution Ie a Detective. 
The Only One to Uphold the Prose­ 
cution’s Contentions. 


Paris, Nov. 9.—AU day the wit­ 
nesses for the prosecution came and 
w ent in the gloomy court of the as­ 
sizes, 
where 
Madame 
M arguerite 
Steinheil, the woman who once held 
the third republic in her little hand, 
is on trial for the killing of her step­ 
m other and her husband. 
Hour by 
hour the case so carefully built up 
bv tin police crumbled away. 
Of all 
the 
w itnesses—doctors, 
police 
and 
neighbors—only one upheld the prose­ 
cution’s contention!. 
It seemed as if not M adame Stein­ 
heil but French justice was on trial. 
F irst came a woman neighbor who 
told of having seen Madame Steinheil 
on the bed, her w rists and ankles 
m arked from the cords th a t had bound 
her, and the gag on the pillow. 
The 
w itness said Madame Steinheil had 
told a convincing story of the three 
men, masked and cloaked and the 
red-haired woman who com m itted the 
deed. 
Dr. Aeheray, tho old family physi­ 
cian of the Steinheils, told of the de­ 
fendant’a devotion to her husband and 
stepmother. 
As he entered the room 
her first outcry was: 
"Save mamma, sgive Adolpbe! What 
has happened to them?” 
He said he had not dared tc tell her 
then that the two were dead. He had 
ordered her removed to the house of 
Count Darien. 
Maitre Aubin, representing Madame 
Ste inheH, asked: "Was she simulating 
illness?” 
“Impossible,” said the witness. 
"I 
took her temperature. 
She was seri­ 
ously ill.” 
Dr. Souffil, who examined the slain 
the day after the tragedy, testified 
that he had found bruises on Adolphe 
Steinheil’? body, notably on both sides 
of the th roar. 
He said the n a n had 
died 
of 
asphyxiation, 
while 
shock 
might have caused the death of Ma­ 
dame Japy. 
"W as tile crime committed by only 
one person?” asked M. Aubin. 
The reply stirred the courtroom: 


Would Have Been Impossible. 
"I am convinced that it would h a\e 
been impossible. 
The crime was com­ 
mitted by several persons.” 
Dr. O glfr confirmed this testimony. 
Then came the prosecution’s star 
witness, 
Balthazar, 
a 
professional 
criminologist. 
He is a dark, glum, 
little man, as theatrical In m anner as 
the French detective of fiction. 
He 
displayed to the jury the glove, cords, 
gags and poor Madame Jap y ’s night 
dress. 
He asserted that the gag found near 
Madame Steinheil wras not stained 
with saliva, so it never had been 
placed in her mouth as she affirmed. 
N either the expert nor the prose­ 
cution’s w itnesses could prove that 
the gag dangled before the jury was 
th at used to stop Madame Steinheil’s 
cries. 
B althazar then launched into a hy 
pothetical outline of the tragedy. 
He 
said he believed the husband had fall­ 
en on his knees near the door, over­ 
came by terror and had been choked 
to death. 
"This hypothesis,” he said, "proves 
that th e intervention of m ore lhan one 
person w as required.” 
“Now. 
how 
was 
M adame 
Japy 
killed?” 
B althazar waved the night dress be 
fore the jury, 
it was untorn and 
seemed to show that she had made no 
resistance. 
"I offer the hypothesis,” said the 
w itness, “th at Madame Japy died of 
shock and was strangled after death 
by th e assassin in order to make 
sun* ” 
This supposition of the daughter 
slaying her aged stepm other was too 
much even for the cynical crowd in 
the courtroom. 
It was greeted with 
angry murmurs. 
Following 
Balthazar’s 
implacable 
attack th ere was a tragic moment 
when P ierre Buisson, form er fiance 
of the defendant’s daughter, M arthe, 
took th e stand. 
Pierre said there had been no dis- 
jmto about the marriage dowry. 
He 
told of having gone to the house the 
day after the tragedy and finding Ma* 
dame Steinheil grief-stricken and very 
HI. 
The doctors had forbidden her 
removal to his father’s house.

Construction Crew is Now at Work 


Rebuilding Brainerd Tele­ 


phone Exchange 


WORK WILL BE PUSHED HARD 


When Completed the System Will 


Prove of Great Convenience 


to the Citizens 


Ed. Miller, construction foreman 
for the N orthw estern Telephone Ex­ 
change company arrived in the city 
Sunday with a crew of five linemen 
and commenced work on Hie rebuild­ 
ing of the local telephone exchange. 
Some much needed equipment for the 
work arrived this m orning and the 
force was increased to over a dozen. 
They are at present at work shaving 
and painting the new poles, of which 
there will be five car loads used in 
the reconstruction of the plant. 
As 
soon as this work is a little farther 
along the work of setting the poles 
will commence and the force will 
be increased to between th irty and 
for ty men. 
Tile old poles and wires 
will be disturbed as little as possi­ 
ble and the present exchange m ain­ 
tained until the new one is ready 
for occupancy, which will be in Ja n ­ 
uary unless the weather proves too 
intensely cold to permit, work. 
In 
several of the larger business build­ 
ings the cables will be brought right, 
into the buildings and there will be 
no less than seven term inal poles in 
the block in which the F irst Nation­ 
al and Citizens’ state banks are sit­ 
uated. 
The plans as adopted pro­ 
vide for cable to the corner of Oak i 
and E ighteenth streets in Southeast I 
Brainerd, to Mill street in North- I 
east Brainerd and to Vine and Sixth j 
on the south side. 
In the Second 
ward there will be but two or three 
places where there will be open w ir­ 
ing to exceed one block in a place 
and in no places more th an two or 
three blocks. 
The new system will 
be Installed in the Cullen block and 
will consist of five-section sw itch­ 
board, w ith room for three more sec­ 
tions. 
There will be a m eter and 
generator placed in the central of­ 
fice to supply current for the storage 
batteries for the central energy sys­ 
tem. 
The plans certainly indicate 
that B rainerd will have a first class 
exchange when completed.

posed Employe Says T aft Did Not 


Give Him a Square Deal. 


New York, Nov. 9.—In an article 
prepared for Colliers Weekly of Nov. 
13 and copyrighted by that publica­ 
tion L. R. Glavis, removed in Septem­ 
ber from the office of chief of field 
division of the geueral land office, 
rays: 
[Copyright, 1909, by P. F. Collier A 
Sons.] 
"From 1902 to 1909 I was in the 
field service of the general land office 
for the last two and a half years as 
chief of field division. In September, 
1909, I was summarily removed from 
my position without a formal hearing 
by Richard A. Ballinger, secretary of 
the interior, by aul horizatiou of the 
president of the United States. That 
removal was accompanied 
by 
the 
publication of a letter of the presi­ 
dent to Mr. Ballinger. 
I believe that 
my removal was unfair. I believe the 
president’s letter was grievously un­ 
fair, because in it the president gives 
weight to a chai go against me which 
I never had the opportunity to see or 
answer. 
The president states in his 
letter that I withheld from him in­ 
formation favorable to my superiors. 
I do not kuow of any such informa­ 
tion withheld by me, nor am I con­ 
scious of doing my superiors injus­ 
tice. 
Nevertheless, I should not now 
make any public statem ent of the 
m atter were it not still possible to 
save for the government many thou­ 
sands of acres of coal lands which 
I believe the land office may iii the 
near future grant to fraudulent claim­ 
ants. 
Would Be a National Menace. 
"The coal lands of Alaska owned 
by the government amount to over 
IOO,OOO acres. 
They are the future 
coal supply of the nation, of almost 
inestimable 
value. 
Possession 
of 
them by private individuals means 
great wealth. 
A monopoly of them 
would be a national menace. 
"On Nov. 12, 1906, President Roose­ 
velt withdrew all coal lands in Alaska 
from public entry, but previous to 
that time there were about 900 claims 
filed, covering about 
100,000 
acres, 
nearly the whole of the coal fields. 
The law attempts to prevent monop­ 
oly of such claims by limiting the 
amount of each claim and providing 


Contention of Railroad Attorney in 
Grot# Earning* Tax Cato. 
Washington, Nov. 9.—Arguments in 
the case of the Great Northern Rail­ 
way company against the state of 
Minnesota involving the 4 per cent 
gross earnings law of 1903, were re­ 
sumed in the supreme court by W. 
R. Begg, counsel for the railroad com­ 
pany. 
Mr. 
Begg 
based 
his 
argument 
against the validity of the law on the 
ground that it is a violation of the 
contract previously entered into be­ 
tween the St. Paul and Pacific snd St. 
Anthony and St. Vincent roads, un­ 
der which the tax was to be limited 
to 3 per cent of gross earnings. 
Mr. Begg cited a number of cases, 
claiming that the decision of the 
rtate supreme court in all of them ha ; 
borne out the road’s contention that 
the state was bound by contracts 
made by the territorial legislature to 
earlier companies. 
He also claimed 
that these decisions declared that the 
state should be bound by these earlier 
contracts. 
Justices Whfte, Brewer and Holmes 
questioned Mr. Begg as to whether 
the state supreme court had ever in 
any of its decisions discussed exemp­ 
tion of the road from further taxation 
In consideration of the payment of 
the 3 per cent tax. 
Mr. Begg stated 
that he could not find any decision in 
which that question was discussed. 
Assistant Attorney General Peter­ 
son opened for the state. 


FOR BIG NATIONAL EFFORT 


Conservation Association to Fight for 
Revision of Land Laws. 
Washington. Nov. 9.—-That the or­ 
ganized conservation movement is pre­ 
pared for a big national effort to ob­ 
tain at the coming session of congress 
a revision of the national laws under 
which coal lands and water powers 
are administered, is made apparent 
by the issuance of a statem ent by 
former President Charles W. Eliot of 
Harvard. 
Dr. Eliot is president of the 
New National Conservation associa­ 
tion. 
The statem ent sounds an alarm 
against the danger of monopoly con­ 
trol at an early date of the water 
powers and coal deposits of the coun­ 
try 
President Eliot asserts that he finds 
great, selfish Interests are making 
rapid progress toward Ihese ends. His 
plea Is for effective legislation to be 
passed without delay to protect the 
public interests in coal lands and wa­ 
ter powers.
